The rumor reaching the 
ears of the members of Congress, that President 
Houston intended to liberate the Mexican chiefs 
they passed the following resolution :— , 

Resolved, That the President be and he is 
hereby vested with the custody and disposal of 
all prisoners of war. Provided, that the prisoners 
Santa Anna and Almonte shall not be released 
or set at liberty on any occasion, without the 


‘concurrence of the Senate, and that the Presi- 


dent shall not have the power to release said 
prisoners during the recess of the Senate. 


This resolution was immediately vetoed by 
Gen. Houston. The Congress, notwithstanding, 
passed it again by the Constitutional majority of 
two thirds, and it became a law. President 
Houston, driven to extremity, and determined to 
release Santa Anna at all hazards, pronounced 
the resolution unconstitutional and a usurpation 
of his executive author:ty, and in the face of the 
law of Congress set Santa Anna free, and put 
the whole Congress at defiance. The army be- 
ing with the President in all things, Congress 
succumbed. 


The new bridge erected by the Sultan, from 
Constantinople to Pera, opposite, and so long
